Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not considered 
persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Matsunami does not disclose a many-to-one switch. However, the many-to-many switch of Matsunami (fig. 3, item 
201) provides many-to-one functionality. Fig. 18 of Matsunami shows that many-to-one functionality is achieved through the switch by 
allowing several hosts to communicate with one LU. It is noted that a switch providing additional many-to-many functionality is not 
excluded by the claim limitations. 

Applicant argued that Chow does not disclose a switch to couple serverlets to a fabric. However, the receive and send side interfaces 
each include only one processor for controlling communications. Therefore, several lONs and computer nodes are coupled to the fabric 
through each interface (col. 25, lines 40-50 and col. 26, lines 26-36). 
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
